amendment in the next session of congress to protect American free- 
dom.

Addressing- about 100 men at the 


luncheon meeting in the Nachusa 
House, Walker, an educator, mag- 
azine editor and "former diplomat, 
said preservation of freedom in 
this country is dependent on "plug- 
ging the hole" in the Constitution 
which, he claims, provides 
a 


chance for "treaty law" to super- 
cede the Constitution itself. 


Not Political Issue 


Pointing out that the Bricker 


amendment is not a political issue 
since Republicans and Democrats 
are found on both sides, Walker 
said the Constitution includes a 
provision that a treaty, ratified by 


The Kew Bricker Amendment 
SECTION 1. A provision of a 


treaty or other 
international 


agreement which conflicts with 
this Constitution, or which is not 
made in pursuance thereof, shall 
not be the supreme law of the 
land nor be of any force or effect. 


SECTION 2. A treaty or other 


international agreement shall be- 
come effective as internal law 
in the United States only through 
legislation valid in the absence 
of international agreement. 


SECTION 3. On the question of 


advising and consenting to the 
ratification of a treaty the \~ote 
shall be determined by ayes and 
nayes, and the names of the per- 
•sons voting for and against shall 
be entered on the Journal of the 
Senate. 


the Senate, becomes the supreme 
law of the land. He said the idea 
was that treaties should cover inter- 
national affairs, but treaties now 
proposed apply to the individual. 
Such treaties, he asserted, threaten 


the right to a fair trial byi-jury; to 
own property, to ft-ee speech, to 
free employer-employe relations, 
to buy- individual insurance or 
choose a doctor. 
."Of course the purpose of these 
treaties is to assist in keeping 
world peace, and maintaining sat- 
isfactory relations among nations. 
But they are inserting into the 
treaties (in very fine print) these 
absurdities which can cause you 
and me to entirely lose our free- 
dom," he said. 


Explains Procedure 


The Bricker amendment, he said, 


would prevent easy approval of 
treaties. He cited possibilities of 
one senator approving a treaty, 
because the Constitution provided 
that senate approval of a treaty 
may be by a two-thirds votes of 
the members present. He said, that 
under the rules of the Senate, that 
could mean one man. 


Walker listed major organizations 


which have endorsed the amend- 
ment — including the American 
Bar Assn., the American Legion 
and the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


In the Senate last year the amend- 


ment received 63 votes — one less 
than the 64 required to make a 
two-thirds majority. 


Walker said this v.ras the reason 


for asking each member of his 
audience to study the amendment 
and then write a "heart-to-heart" 
letter to his senator. "We need 
those 64 votes to approve it," he 
said.

Nebraska Prison Riot 
Ends After 12 Hours 


Threat of 
Arms Cools 
Off Rebels 


Felons Burn Prison 
Shops, Give Up After 
Warden's Ultimatum 


LINCOLN, Ne-b. C5»> — A 


12-hour prison rebellion at 
the Nebraska state peniten- 
tiary collapsed today, when 
armed troopers and National 
guardsmen marched into the 
cell block with orders to shoot 
to kill if necessary. No shots 
were fired. 


Gov. Victor Anderson said about 


225 prisoners who had set fire to 
six prison shops and spent the 
night 
smashing 
furniture 
and 


equipment in their cell block of- 
fered "no difficulty at all" after 
Warden Joseph Bovey told them at 
6 a. m. to be back in their cells 
within two minutes or the troopers 
would shoot. ' 


Inmate Hurt 


Shortly afterward Jack Stover, 


64, an inmate, was carried out on 
a stretcher. 
Bovey said he had 


been attacked in his cell and other 
inmates apparently had tried to 
kill him, theft-set fire to the mat- 
tress and bedding" in the "cell" Tne 
governor said Stover was in such 
condition when officers found him 
that he was first 
thought dead 


Stover was serving a three-yeat 
term for grand larceny. 


Bovey said two other inmates 


were beaten, by fellow convicts 
Tuesday evening and were 
re- 


moved to the hospital where their 
condition was reported today as 
"fair." 


Four or five of the prisoners in- 


volved in the rioting were among: 
the eight prisoners who seized two 
guards last march and holed up 
in the security building for 3*a 
days before they were starved out. 


$100,000 Damage 


Both Gov. Anderson and Bovey 


said the damage from the fire was 
not as great as had been feared. 
Three buildings joined together 
which 
housed 
the maintenance 


shop, also referred to as the nov 
elty shop, canning factory and ma- 
chine, shop were virtually de- 
stroyed but they were scheduled 
for razing and concrete blocks for 
the new buildings already were 
lined up beside them. 


The new furniture factory, which 


replaced one burned about eight 
years ago, and the inmates store, 
a building about the size of a dou- 
ble garage, 
also were burned. 


There was extensive damage to 
the chapel and to one corner of the 
dining hall. 


The total loss was estimated at 


between 550.000 and S10f),000. 
The 


warden said less than half the men 
employed at various jobs inside

Dixon Council 
Approves Tax 


Sales Levy Will Be 
Effective on Oct. 1...-.,.. 


As anticipated, the Dixon city council Tuesday night unanimousl 


passed the optional half-cent sales tax measure. The tax will becom 
effective Oct. 1, 1955. 
- 


The council also okayed a resolution prior to the passage of th 


tax bill that earmarked the new revenue, estimated at$110,000 annually 
for purposes deemed "urgent." 


The remainder of the money 


would then be placed in the gen- 
eral fund and eventually used to 
reduce city property taxes, the 
amount of which would depend on 
how much money was left at the 
end of the fiscal year, according 
to Mayor William Slothower. 


Mayor Slothower labeled 
the 


measure as a. "fair tax" and spoke 
optimistically of its benefits. 
He 


•warned, however, that the council 
should not anticipate long-range 
use of the new revenue because of 
possible supreme court or legisla- 
tive action. 


Stamiwid "Urgent" 


The measure was stamped -with 


the "urgency"^ clause to make it 
immune to referendum action by 
local taxpayers until the next mu- 
nicipal election (1959). 


Previously earmarked "must" 


projects include: The payment of 
an $12,000 deficit in the garbage 
removal and disposal department; 
a $15.200 expenditure to increase 
the capacity of the sewage treat- 
ment plant: and an estimated $16.- 


000 for«,»^uipmerit at the new cit 
garblUfe dump. 


In-j&ther action: 
The council placed on file a tax 


levy totaling $4.92,700 for the 1955- 
56 fiscal year. The actual levy is 
$2,750 less than the appropriation 
ordinance approved July 8 by the 
council. 


Oeneral Fund Same 


The general fund levy remained 


the same as the $287,600 appropria- 
tion. 
Departmental levies are: 


Public affairs, 563,350; 
finance, 


J17.330; public health and safety, 
.$123,270- streets, $63,400; and pub- 
lic property, $20.250. 


The special fund levy totaled 


$205,100. 
The appropriation was 


$207.850.

Diane Loses 
Force as It 
Hits Coast 


Damage Surprisingly 
Light, Say Observers; 
Warn of Winds, Tides 


WILMINGTON, N. C. Iff) 


—Hurricane Diane, churning 
menacingly eight days up 
Tom the tropics, hit the 
Vorth Carolina coast today 
but did relatively little dam- 
age. 


She pushed into central North 
'arolina with falling force. The. 


weather bureau said she would 
lave 60-mile-an-hour winds by th» ; 
ime she reached the Raleigh-Dur- 
ham area. Her route, northwest* 
ward, would carry her on into Vlr« 
ginia tonight. 
. 


The office of North Carolina 


Gov. Luther Hodges said scattered 
and "very preliminary" reports in- 
dicated damage along the beache* 
was "almost miraculously light." 


Force Blunted ; 


This fourth hurricane of th* tea- 


son made her central landfall at 
this southeastern North Carolina 
river port Her force was blunted 
as she moved on' a northwestward 
course over .land toward north- 
western Virginia: 


Even before Diane came to th* 


mainland her one-time 116-mile-an- 
hour core winds had fallen to gusts 
of 100. Maximum winds clocked 
here were 74 m.p.h. 


The weather bureau said th* 


storm would move into northwest- 
em Virginia early Thursday with 
winds abated to 20 to to miles aa 
hour.

Ail Carolifla, Beach. N. C., on «*" 


peninsula south of Wilmington,' 
waves washed away several feet 
of the beach and pounded, tiki 
buildings in the boardwalk area. 
Water flooded streets and washed 
across from the'ocean to the yacht 
basin. But observers said1 the dam- 
age there was not as serious as 
that caused by Connie. 


House* Damaged 


At Atlantic Beach, to the north- 


east, many houses were seriously 
damaged by waves. '. 


Hurricane winds, 76 miles or 


higher, were recorded along the 
North Carolina coast with gusts 
up to 95 miles at Southport, N. C. 


While the hurricane was losing 


force, the weather bureau' warned ' 
coastal sections to continue to use 
all precautions against dangerous 
winds and high tides until both sub- 
side during the day. 


Central and 'eastern North Caro- 


lina and Virginia should expect 
strong to gale winds and heavy 
rains as the hurricane moved 
northward, the weather bureau 
said. 


Before the storm hit land, hurri- 


cane force winds extended far 
ahead of the storm center and 
gales ranged up to 250 miles out.

A police photo of Carpenter was 


found on the steps leading to the 
subway in which Murphy was shot 
down. Also, Carpenter's finger- 
prints were found on a car com- 
mandeered by the killer in his get- 
away. 


Murphy's slayer escaped in a car 


driven by Charles A. Koerper, 67. 
He forced Koerper to drive him 
into the Loop, then fled on foot 
into a crowd. 


Koerper said that when the man 


jumped into his car he warned, 


Murphy's gun, from which three 


shots had been fired, was found 
near his body, indicating there had 
b*en a gunbattle. 


Police theorized that Murphy was 


on his way to work when he 
spotted Carpenter on the subway 
platfoi-m. They said Murphy ap- 
parently brought out the photo to 
check and then stepped forward to 
seize Carpenter. 


The crowd at the buay iuoway 


stop dispersed when the shooting 
started and no witnesses to the 
gunfight have been found.

HOLLYWOOD fJJ— The Screen 


Actors Guild has accepted a new 
contract for actors in television en- 
tertainment films, ending a 12- 
day strike. The actors voted 735 to 
307 Tuesday night to end the 
strike. 


Spokesmen for both the Guild 


and TV film producers said the 
agreement will give actors residual 
pay for second runs of filmed pro- 
grams, a key issue in the dispute. 
Under the old contract the actors 
got a percentage of the original 


pay for third through sixth runs. 
The new contract, to run through 
March 31, I960, provides for pay- 
ment for second through sixth 
runs.

from $45 up to ?50; stunt men and 
airplane pilots, raised from ?100 
to $115 a day; free lance contracts, 
from $250 to 5275 a week.

ing fellow GI in Okinawa was to 
appear in Municipal Court today 
on the only charge authorities can 
find to plac« against him — dis- 
orderly conduct. 


Robert Coleman, a 27-year-old 


odd-jobs man, surrendered at 5th 
Army headquarters July 29. Mili- 
tary authorities said Coleman told 
of slaying a corporal named Earl 
Warren in April 1947 while both 
were members of the 822nd Com- 
bat Engineer Battalion in Okina- 
wa. 


Coleman was quoted as saying 


he shot Wan-en while he slept be- 
cause Warren had threatened to 
report him,for disobedience. 


A 5th Army spokesman said 


Tuesday that the slaying had been 
established but that military au- 
thorities lost control of Coleman 
when he was discharged and could 
not prosecute him. He was dis- 
charged before Congress, in 1950, 
gave the military authority over 
civilians who had c o m m i t t e d 
crimes in uniform. 


And Asst. U. S. Atty. Edgar 


Elder said government civil au- 
thorities could not proceed against 
Coleman because Okinawa was un- 
der military control at the time of 
the slaying. 


When he gave himself up Cole- 


man said he wanted to "ease" his 
conscience. He was turned over to 
Chicago police, who charged him 
with disorderly conduct to hold 
him pending investigation of his 
story.

Atomic 'Shots' 
May Help Cull 


Cattle 


GENEVA f.fl — Atomic "shots" 


given to calves may eventually 
provide farmers a method lor se- 
lecting animals best suited to tol- 
erate unfavorable hot climates, the 
atoms - for - peace conference was 
told today. 


Two University of Missouri sci- 


entists described a method, using 
radioactive iodine, which they said 
offered possibilities for predicting 
the effect of rising temperature 
on the milk production and growth 
of cattle. 


Explaining that hot weather de- 


presses the production of milk and 
meat — and that activity of the 
thyroid gland is also lowered by 
the effects of rising temperature — 
the researchers said inj'ection of 
radioactive iodine into calves thus 
offers a means of determining 
their present thyroid activity and 
how it might be expected to be 
affected later. Jodme. which nat- 
urally concentrates in the thy- 
roid gland, can be employed in its 
radioactive form to measure ac- 
tivity of the gland. 


Therefore, they said, a farmer 


might be able to select potentially 
productive calves without the ex- 
pense of raising both good and 
bad animals.

at Montreux. Quaint folk-mmic, dancing: in the streets and, perhapa 
a visit to Caux. the. a*-it-were, Vatican or Moral Rearmament. A 
strange affair, this cult at Caux. 


To most Americans who have consciously heard of Moral Re-arm- 


ament at all. this has been a religious delusion of a 
small, formless sect, started by one Frank Buch- 
man, a Pennsylvania Dutchman, now 7? years old, 
who somehow got to milling around Oxford where 
his ism acquired the name of Oxford Movement. 
He seems to be sincerely affectionate to mankind 
and he certainly has been spat upon by the Commu- 
nists and by others who took their word that he waa 
a faker and a very bad fellow. 


Only a few days before, the English papers had 


covered this year's international convention of Je- 


r*c«« 
hovah's witnesses which had also held an enormous 


come-together at the Yankee Stadium where the housing and commis- 
sariat earned the praise of practical men. They bunked in trailers and 
motels over a large area, they did KP, disposed of their trash and car- 
ried on their spiritual traffic in a dignified way. When they were done, 
they melted away. 


They made a similar impression on the English. 
One journalist 


wrote that thousands of them had been martyred in Germany by Hitler. 
Of that he gave no evidence and I have no knowledge, but they are 
quiet, almost silent and tenacious zealots and they rallied 25,000 British 
believers and 15,000 more from overseas, including Americans, this year. 


A few days later, my Swiss 


friend said two clerics of • Caux 
would visit me at two o'clock. So, 
at two, the telephone announced 
callers in the drawing-room of La 
Residence, a family hotel which I 
pioneered when there were 1,650 
extra journalists in town for Sum-) 
mil. and retained against all 
claimants here for the atoms, who, 
thus far, number 800. 


In the drawing-room/ I found 


Paul Campbell, born Canadian, a 
doctor, with four years at Henry 
Ford's hospital in Detroit, who has 
been devoting himself 
to MRA 


since 1942, and Phillip Mottu, .a 
Swiss, formerly with the foreign 
office. I would guess their age 
around 33 to 35 and describe them 
both as eager beavers, clear of 
eye, 
of unblemished 
complexion 


and total abstainers from tobacco 
and alcohol. Caux is, indeed, their 
world 
headquarters with 
eight 


hotels owned by the movement, all 
bought by contributions, 
mainly 


from three grand patrons. Two oj 
these were Robert Hanloser, a con- 
struction engineer, who died in 
1950, and Eric Peyer, chief of per- 
sonnel of Oerlikon, which made a 
very good gun in the war but 
manufactures' other fine machin- 
ery. Mr. Mottu also is a benefactor 
and there were between 500 and 
600 lesser donors in Switzerland. 


Why was Switzerland so open- 


hearted to this utter altruism 
brought by an American business 
man in a sack suit? Switzerland 
is not emotional nor given to reck- 
elssness with money for spiritual 
objectives. However, Buchman's 
forbears were Swiss who pioneer- 
ed in Pennsylvania and his first 
Swiss meeting on MRA was held 
m 1932 in the same drawing-room 
where I now met Campbell and 
Mottu. Thiee years later, the pres- 
ident of the republic received 
Buch man ajid Caux has since be- 
come the' international headquar- 
ters and Mackinac Island, Mich., 
a lesser capital. 


There are no "members" of 


MRA and the Messrs. Campbell 
and Mottu corrected me when I 
referred to the devotees as Buch- 
mamtes. This was, they say, a "be- 
littling invention of the Commu- 
nists who fear this force, having 
lost important agents by conver- 
sion. 


What then, I asked, were the 


commitments of MRA? They were 
four — absolute honestv, absolute 
purity, absolute unselfishness, and 
absolute love. Well, purity of what 
sort? Sexual purity? Yes. but also 
punty in aJl things Absolute love 
I found hard to understand in one 
sitting. 


Yet, 
they said the Cardinal of 


Lille, France, m a Communist re- 
gion. had indorsed MRA as the 
crack of the whip for Christians 
and a positive alternative for the 
sincere Marxist, 


Was it a religion? No. but it re- 


quired a belief in God. Did I know 
Joe Scott, the California lawyer, 
who lately got the Flyn Finn twins 
out of a federal pnson? By associ- 
ation in the same effort, I knew 


i Scott. Why? Because Joe Scott, an 
elderly man, had 
been on a 


mission for MRA to the Philip- 


Campbell 
said many Catholics 


were in the movement without im- 
pairment of their regularity and 
the roster of their friends and out- 
right devotees is most impressive. 


In September, there will be a 


rally at Caux of all shades and 
laces and variations and many 
religious orders, even Pagan. Hav- 
ing no "membership" nor rolls, 
MRA, 
of course, is vulnerable to 


penetration. An American reporter, 
on a terrace by the river, said he 
knew a French hotel man, an aw- 
ful thief, who had joined up to do 
what he could for himself about 
those hotels at Caux. 


On the face of things, moral re- 


armament seems to mean moral 
and material disarmament. Love 
thy-neighbor, to be sure, but -al- 
ways count your change.

The FBI said Falzone did not 


resist arrest, although" "surround- 
ed in his suburban horn* by a 
large cache of pistols and rifles." 
An FBI spokesman said the fugi- 
tive had 15 pistols, 7 rifles and a 
shotgun, some of them loaded. H« 
was said to have told arresting of- 
ficers he is a "gun collector." 


The FBI said Falzone, who was 


married a month after the $8.000 
payroll robbery for which/he was 
indicted, has been working as a 
carpenter at a sheet steel manu- 
facturing plant in Campbell, Ohio. 


The FBI said Falzone was in-, 


dieted in Buffalo Nov. 26, 1947, 
charged with the armed robbery 
the previous May of the payroll 
of a Tonawanda boat company for 
which" he worked at the time. 


According to the FBI, Falzone 


has a police record dating back 
to 1932. The FBI said he has been 
convicted of armed robbery, lar- 
ceny and burglary and was twice 
paroled — from the Massachusetts 
State Prison in 1944.

Constitution Gear on

WASHINGTON (.?>— The use of 


the Fifth Amendment to protect 
others raises a simple question of 
personal courage. 


Does a man have the right — 


whin asked *>y an authorised con- 
gressional committee about his 
past or present Communist affili- 
ations, if any — to refuse to an- 
s\ver under the protection of the 
Fifth Amendment? 


Yes, if he has reason to fear 


what he says might lead to jail 
for him later. No. if he has no 
reason to fear imprisonment him- 
self And his only reason for not 
answering 
is to protect 
others 


Irom j'ail or embarrassment. 


Not Guilty 


AVhen a man invokes the Fifth 


Amendment for his own protection, 
it does not necessarily mean he is 
guilty of any crime But it does 
raise a question about his inno- 
cence. 


Under the Constitution's Fifth 


Amendment no one can be com- 
pelled to sav anything which might 
somehow 
mciiminate him. 
So. 


when he pleads the amendment 
before on congressional 
commit-

It doesn't make it 
a cnme to be a Communist but 
batches of top arid second-shing 
Communist leaders have been tried 
ard convicted under the conspira- 
cy charge. Others may be. 


But isn't it a fact that nothing 


a man says in answer to a com- 
mittee's questions — such as ad- 
mitting membership in the Com- 
munist party — can ever be used 
against him later in a court trial? 
Yes. 


May Give Lead* 


While a man's exact words be- 


fore a committee can never be 
quoted against him in a trial later, 
his words may give the govern- 
ment leads to other information on 
which he could be prosecuted. 


It is for this reason that a man 


— asked if he is or was a Com- 
munist — can escape answering 
by d u c k i n g behind the Fifth 
Amendment. The piotection of this 
amendment against self-incrimina- 
tion extends only to questions ask- 
ed of an individual about himself.

up no witness willing to answer 
questions about communism. 


All four persons called before 


the House Un-American Activities 
Committee Tuesday declined to 
reply when the committee asked 
about Red affiliations. When the 
hearings opened on the previous 
day, seven witnesses refused to 
answer similar questions. 


Three of Tuesday's witnesses 


cited the Fifth Amendment of the 
Constitution, which protects a per- 
son from being forced to give 
self-incriminating testimony. They 
were Lee Hays, a stout singer of 
folk songs; Mrs. Irma Jurist, a 
composer; and Mrs. Susan d'Us- 
seau, artist and wife of playright 
Arnaud d'Usseau. 


Odd Jobs Man 


Hays told the committee about 


his folk singing and said he had 
to take odd jobs to eke out a 
living. He said he used to sing 
bass with a now-defunct quartet 
known as The Weavers. He stopped 
answering questions, h o w e v e r , 
when Committee Counsel Frank 
Tavenner asked about his alleged 
connections with two organizations 
called People's Songs and People's 
Artists. 


Hays, who Tavenner said is not 


to be confused with a stage, screen 
and television -actor also named 
Lee Hays, declined to say whether 
he is a Communist.. 


Mrs. Jurist, who said she now 


devotes herself to her family, was 
clearly uncomfortable and nervous 
while testifying. She told of various 
night club engagements and of be- 
ing an accompanist to the late 
Gertrude Lawrence. 


She also said she had written 


music 'for two shows. 


When asked if she had written 


music for the film "Dollar Patri- 
ots," Mrs. Jurist declined to ans- 
wer. Asked if she ever contributed 
to the Communist party, the tall, 
dark-haired woman, replied: 


"I think this is a perfectly dread- 


ful question. I really do. And, as 
before, I respectfully invoke the 
Fifth Amendment." 


She also declined to answer 


when asked if she is a Communist 
party member. 


A Mistake? 


Mrs. d'Usseau told the commit- 


tee she had nothing to do with the 
theater and thought she had been 
called by mistake in this probe. 
Committee Chairman Francis E. 
Walter (D-Pa) said she was to be 
questioned anyway. 


She was asked if it were true 


that she tried .to get a Hollywood 
writer, Stanley Roberts, to join the 
Communist party.
